WHEN UNCLE SAM QUITS. 
“Less government in business” is a 
popular slogan now. 
Business itself, 
very naturally, shouts it enthusiasti­ 
cally. So do liberals and radicals and 
even the people who not so long ago 
were leaders in all sorts of political 
and social reforms. 
It was largely 
the latter who brougnt government 
into business. There were great busi­ 
ness abuses that needed to be stopped 
and the government was the 
only 
thing that could stop them. 
Now, however, the pendulum has 
swung the other way. 
We have had 
enough of government in business, and 
the general desire is to have the gov­ 
ernment leave business alone. 
Those 
who urge less government in business 
refer to the federal government. It is 
the federal exercise of economic con­ 
trol, greatly intensified by war condi­ 
tions which has grown so irksome. Re­ 
peal of the Lever food 
control act, 
which is probably coming soon, will 
put an end to a great deal of the fed­ 
eral regulation of business, at least for 
a time. 
It remains to be seen, how­ 
ever, whether the pendulum is going 
to be allowed to swing very far in the 
direction of non-interference by gov­ 
ernment with business. 
For a while, 
at least, the federal government under 
the Harding administration may fol­ 
low pretty 
consistently 
a policy of 
hands off. 
But what about the state 
governments? 
Regulation of business, in the sense 
in which that phrase is generally us­ 
ed, is a field into which state govern­ 
ments have not ventured. It is possi­ 
ble that some of them may venture in­ 
to it before long, however. 
One of 
them is I lready doing so. The Kansas 
court of industrial relations 
cited 
seven Kansas millers on the charge of 
curtailing prices in'an essential indus­ 
try for the puprose of affecting prices. 
Here is state regulation of business 
just at the moment when federal regu­ 
lations of business is beginning to re­ 
lax. 
In this matter, as in so many others, 
Kansas is a pioneer, an experimenter. 
She may continue to stand alone, with 
no other state following her example. 
But it is far from certain that this will 
be the case. 
It will almost certainly 
not be the case if business, when it is 
freed in large measure from federal 
regulation, goes back to the old abuses 
or indulges in new ones equally bad. If 
that happens other st ates 
are very 
likely to follow the example of Kan­ 
sas; and then, with different laws in 
different states, business and the pub­ 
lic will have a veritable Chinese puz­ 
zle to solve and may find themselves 
yearning for a return of the good old 
days when the 
federal 
government 
looked after these matters. 


DR. FINLEY ON THE PRESS. 
Dr. John H. Finley, who has resign­ 
ed a s commissioner of education for 
the state of New York to accept an 
editorial position with the New \ork 
Times, is one of the best known educa­ 
tors in America. 
He taught for sev­ 


eral years at Princeton and before be­ 
coming commissioner of education for 
New York, a position which he has 
occupied for the past seven years, he 
was president of the College of the 
City of New York. 
Dr. Finley’s 
decision 
to join the 
staff of The Times marks his return 
to the profession for which he prepar­ 
ed himself as a young man and which 
he followed for a time until, some 
thirty years ago, he went into educa­ 
tional work. 
His reason for re-enter­ 
ing newspaper work now is that it of­ 
fers him a broader field 
of service 
than he can find anywhere else at 
the present time. 
“I 
believe,” he 
says, “that the press has today the su­ 
preme opportunity not only to help 
immediately the calise of sound edu­ 
cation, but also 
to keep 
before the 
public the 
higher objects toward 
which the schools are looking.” 
Perhaps Dr. Finley’s example may 
have its influence upon some of the 
young men in the schools. 
Journal­ 
ism has not made the appeal to them 
in recent years that it should make if 
Dr. Finley is right as to its place in 
the world of affairs. 


THE PATRON. 
From tho Chicago Journal. 
It has been suggested recently by 
one who despairs a little of literature 
at the present day that the great writ­ 
er and artist is in as much need of a 
patron now as ever. 
His point of view is that there is no 
considerable public even yet for the 
productions of a really big man. The 
big men live, not on 
incomes 
from 
their books, which they often have to 
print, as Herbert Spencer and George 
Meredith did, at their own expense, 
but on private means or through some 
other kind of labor. 
But most of the great books are 
written by poor men, and if there be 
not patron for these, this man thinks, 
the world is likely to lose many mas­ 
terpieces. 
This is possible, of course. 
In the 
old days nearly all writers were beg­ 
gars, and had to be. Great lords and 
even kings and queens, regarded it as 
their duty to help the man who had 
written a book, and the sums which 
they gave even to one writer 
alone 
were often princely indeed. 
Thus Shakespeare, who walked to 
London from his home town as a 
tramp, calls on the great Earl 
of 
Southampton with some of his verses, 
and the great lord 
gives 
him what 
would be the equivalent of not less 
than $25,000 as money is valued now. 
Francis Bacon 
calls on the great 
Earl of Essex, and is given enough to 
enable a man to live in luxury for a 
lifetime. 
* Virgil and*Horace were patronized 
by Maecenas, the great minister of 
Augustus. Moliere was patronized by 
Louis XIV. Goethe was a kind of pat­ 
ron to some of the poor German writ­ 
ers of his day. 
Today some rich men are generous, 
but they give their money not to as­ 
sist individuals, but to support institu­ 
tions. Parhaps it would not be a bad 
idea for some of them to remember 
that a really great individual may be 
of even more worth to the world than 
most institutions are. 


It cost, exclusive of the pre-conven­ 
tion expenses,

man Hays said, $1,500,000 has yet to 
be paid as the national committee is 
that much in debt. An appeal is made 
to “generous 
republicans” 
to come

There ought 
to be no trouble about that. Judge 
Gary, head of the steel trust and a few 
others of his kind, now that they have 
got what they wanted, should settle 
the deficit and square the books mere­ 
ly out of a sense of gratitude.

ed at midnight Saturday night by 
Charles Fitzmorris, newly appoint­ 
ed chief of police, as the second 
step in his announced campaign to 
rid Chicago of criminals, and fol­ 
lowed a recent wholesale shake-up 
of the police force, in which every 
member was transferred to a new 
position. 
Dozens of squads of detectives 
and policemen spread over the city 
early yesterday morning', and all 
day long the patrol wagons rolled 
up to police stations with loads of 
alleged criminals. 
Nearly every 
saloon in the city was visited by 
the officers 
and 
scores 
of pool­ 
rooms arid 
disorderly 
flats were 
raided. 
One thousand 
plain-clothes men 
and 1500 uniformed officers con­ 
ducted the raids, which were Un­ 
der the personal direction cf Chief 
Fitzmorris. 
Scores of gambling houses, many 
of them in the sections populated 
by Chicago’s society, were raided 
and Chief of Detectives Hughes last 
night said that more than $1,OOO,OOO 
was being wagered in the places 
visited. 
Last night an extra force of po­ 
lice was busy identifying the pris­ 
oners, many of whom were found 
to he well known to the police. One 
person taken was “ Nick the Greek” 
Dandos, a notorious gambler. 
He 
had nearly $350,000 tucked inside 
his shirt, police say. Dandos is 
known as the most reckless gam­ 
bler in Chicago, being reputed to 
have wagered 
his entire 
posses­ 
sions on Hie turn of the dice on 
many occasions. 
He was mention­ 
ed in connection with the investiga­ 
tion into the 1919 world’s series 
baseball scandal, it being reported 
that he borrowed $4000 from a New 
York gambler and, by pyradiming, 
won nearly $100,000.

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INTEREST GROWS 


FOR CELEBRATION 


OF CENTENNIAL 


In 1916 Governor Major appoint­ 
ed a Missouri Centennial commit­ 
tee of 1,000 representative men and 
women with members 
in 
every 
county, every city, town and ham­ 
let throughout the state and that 
body held one meeting but, because 
of the lack of any state appropria 
tion to aid or encourage the work 
they realized would be required to 
promote favorable sentiment 
and 
enlist hearty cooperation, no fur­ 
ther meetings were held and noth­ 
ing 
tangible in tne way of plans 
accomplished. 
A short time ago the Centennial 
( ommittee of the Sedalia Chamber 
of 
Commerce, 
when 
discussing 
plans for immediate work, decided 
that members of that cotamittee of 
1,000 should be enlisted, if possible, 
as auxiliaries and the names of 114 
—one for each county of the state— 
were selected and a request for 
their cooperation mailed to them. 
Numerous 
replies 
have 
already 
been received and, without excep­ 
tion. those addressed express great 
interest in the project and promise 
hearty cooperation. 
Mayor James Cowgill of Kansas 
City was one of them and the ap* 
pended extract from a letter from 
his secretary indicates his interest: 
“The Mayor begs to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of recent 
date in which you ask that he act 
as a member of the Missouri Cen­ 
tennial Committee.
